Reports are given herewith on gener- 
al State averages of the various crops 
from eighty-nine counties, and in 
reply to schedule 3, giving compara- 
tive acreage of tobacco, wheat and 
corn, from 76 counties, and em- 
brace the principle grain and tobacco 
regions. These correspondents are 
classed with our roost Intelligent and 
reliable farmers. Nearly all of them 
give the status of cr<>|>s in their re- 
marks, and from these we deduce the 
following facts : 

The early planting of tobacco Is look- 
ing well, and is now being topi>ed III 
all parts of ibeHtaie. In those sections 
affected by the drouth the late plant- 
ing was from the the 24th to 30th of 
June, and is generally small and un- 
even. 

The wheat crop is being rapidly 
threshed, is yielding above expecta- 
tions', and is of excellent quality. 
Farmers are getting an average of 
about 70 cents per bushel delivered at 
the depots. 

The corn crop at this time is very 
promising with au increased acreage. 

The oats crop is excellent in some 
sections and very poor in others. 

Young clover is very promising, 
while old clover is nearly a failure, 
being killed out by drouth. Meadows 
are indiflerent. Other grasses are 
doing well. The potato crop has great- 
ly improved and promises a lair y ield. 
The fruit crop is the best for several 
years. Garden products are abuudaut, 
and with a reasonable amount of 
rain will be exceptionally good. 

Block is iu fair to good condition. 
We have few reports of fertilizers, 
most of which are favorable. As our 
crops promise well, we beg to suggest 
to t lie farmers that now is a good time 
to fatten and get rid of scrub stock and 
replace them with better breeds, 
as good stock is now reasonably 
Cheap. We also suggest that they 
save as mucli as possible of tile garden 
and Iruit crop, as they are healthy and 
useful.

What 
Vermont has been to the country in 
sheep, Kentucky has been ill her im- 
ported and domestic crosses of horses ; 
ami even ihe hue)' raius of of the cele- 
htateil Atwood importation aud its 
crosses iu Vermout have been far 
trni-cended in tbe Arabian and Kuro- 
l>e»ti crosses of horse flesh in this State. 

It i- 110 longer a quest ion (bat there 
i- -oiueilting peculiar in ilie grass, tlie 
Hater and the climate of this region as 
rnqiects 1 lie development of horses anil 
cattle. It holds a unique place aud all 
tlie country |>a,)8 tribu'e toil, as it does 
to its 1 tourism whiskies. There are 
ll.u-t who go further than this and say 
Hint this region also produces superior 
I'll) -mal s|ieciineus of men amt women. 
Whether litis is true or not there are 
ceitainly many such people to be seeu 
iu this Stale. 

But Kentucky is a large Slate and 
il is not all a Blue-grass region by a 
g'swl deal. Thai region begins a few 
mile- above Louiaville and extends 
up lo tlie east line ot Mason county 
htitl thence South to the spurs of the 
Cumberland mountains which are in 
sicht from this place This area (say 
2' counties out of 116) is the cream of 
the State agriculturally.

AX CHCVIM DIVIDE. 

The Springfield Republican, a 
promient journal for the past quar- 
ter of a century, says the protec- 
tionist claim that high-priced 
labor is the chief factor in tine cost 
ot production of American manu- 
factures, and that free raw mate- 
ials are of little consequence, is 
illuminated by the figures read by 
Secretary E. C. Rogers of that city 
at the papermakers’ meeting at 
Saratoga Wednesday. The value 
of the annual paper product of 
the United States, according to 
Mr. RogeTs's statistics, is *95,000,- 
000 ol which 118.500,000 goes to 
the labor employed in producing 
it. This is about 20 cents for 
labor for every dollar's worth ol 
paper. This proportion will be 
found in many other protected in- 
dustries, the iron and steel and 
the woolen for example. Will the 
manufacturers admit, in view ol 
their own statistics, that labor is 
very far from being the cheit fac- 
tor in their cost of production, or 
must we accept Mr. Foster's little 
insinuation about the “fat” ? 

SALE OF BELL-BOY FOR *50,000. 

The three-year-old trotting stal- 
lion Bell-Boy, by Electioneer, dam 
Beautiful Bells, by The Moor, 
was sold at public auction, last 
Tuesday, in Lexington, and was 
knocked down to C. C. Seaman, 
ot. California, for *50,000. Bell- 
Boy has a record of 2-26 as a two- 
year old. lie is expected to low- 
er the three year old record this 
year. The horse was owned by 
Mr. Seaman and T. C. Jefferson, 
and had spent the season just clos- 
ed at the farm of the latter, in 
Fayette county. He had been 
bought by them for *35.000, Jeffer- 
son holding a third interest. 

The contending bidder with Mr. 
Seaman was Mr. John S. Clark, 
of Newark, N. J., the same who 
sold Wedgwood to the Tennessee 
syndicate for *35.000, and who as- 
sisted Mr. T. C. Jefferson in nego- 
tiating the purchase of Artillery 
lor *30.000. He is wealthy, and 
deals iu high priced stock. A 
superb luncheon was set at Mr. 
Jefferson's house, where the sale 
took place, and many noted peo- 
ple were present. Champagne 
flowed freely, and the spread 
was in keeping with the occasion 
of the sale of the highest priced 
horse in America. 

THE COLORED VOTE. 

[Montreal, Canada. Herald -Hazel te.] 

Hitherto the colored vote of the 
Uuited Stales has Roue almost wholly 
Republican in Presidential and State 
elections, and for very natural reasons. 
It was Under Republican rule that 
slavery was abolished and t lie negroes 
given full civil rights. For a few years 
after the war, before tile passions en- 
gendered l»y t lint conflict had subsided, 
outrages |ier|>etrated on the negroes 
in (lie United .States were invariably 
attributed lo Democrats. The Repub- 
lican press and platform orator iu 
election campaigns took great pains, 
and for the most part succeeded in mak- 
ing the negroes lielieve that the Re- 
publican party was their natural pro- 
tector and that if the Democratic party 
came into jiower, their civil lights 
would be iu danger of being swept 
away. Appeals of this kind were 
made to the negro voters during the 
Presidential campaign of 1884, when 
the danger of a Democratic victory 
loomed up ; and it is well-Rnowu that 
for many months after the inaugura- 
tion of Cleveland, they were iu mortal 
terror not only iu the Southern Slates, 
but all over the Union lest the Repub- 
lican prophecies lo this respect should 
he verified. 

Nearly four years have passed away 
and the negroes find that they are still 
in the enjoyment of their civil rights. 
The large number of intelligent men 
among them not only recognize that 
lb-publican alarmists prophecies were 
merely election bugaboos, hut they also 
recoguize the beneficent character of 
Cleveland’s administration, fair and 
impartial to all classes of |ieople. The 
consequence is that there is a break 
among negroes on political lines, and 
a noticeable drift among them 
towards the Democratic rank, which 
has already assumed an organized 
form. Iu the State of Indiana, Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s strength among the 
negroes has assumed proportion* alar- 
ming to the Republicans, and negro 
Democratic clubs are being organized 
wherever there is any considerable 
community of that race. Besides this, 
a convention of negro Democrats is 
being held in Indianapolis for the |>ur- 
ix.se of formally endorsing the Admin 
istratiou and re nomination of the 
President, and special efforts are to 
be made to carry the State for Cleve- 
land. There are 30,000 negro votes iu 
tiie North and West, and intelligent 
leaders among them say that the as- 
certained increase of the negro Demo- 
cratic vote over that of 1884, is ninety 
percent, without taking into account 
accessions likely to he made between 
now ami uoveniber. 

Tills movement among the colored 
voters extends to the States of Massa- 
chusetts, Illinois, Missouri, Tennessee, 
Kansas, North Caroliua, Virginia, 
Michigan, Oiiio, and Indiana, and is 
attracting much attention In Wash- 
ington. One of the leading spirits iu 
it is J. Milton Turner, Minister to 
Liberia under President Grant’s ad- 
ministration. 

That the movement is not a mere 
stsiupede due to political excitement 
is quite apparent from (lie testimony of 
intelligent leaders among the colored 
men. One of these men says the ne- 
groes of the South are iu better con- 
dition than those of the North, be- 
cause they have taken advantage of 
the situation to break away from old 
party lies and assert their individual 
liberty. They have heeu brought iuto 
contact with men other than those 
who treated them as mere voting dum- 
mies, and their know ledge in conse- 
quence has broadened. And he adds 
the following, which to a large extent 
furninhes the key t» the present move- 
ment among them towards the Demo- 
cratic party : 

“Mr. Cleveland has shown a dispo- 
sition to treat I lie negro fairly, and 
that is all we can ask or have a right 
to ask. He lias appointed colored 
men to office in the face of great diffi- 
culties and iu spite of Republican op- 
position, and he even removed a Dis- 
trict attorney in the South because the 
negroes complained they were not re- 
ceiving fair treatment. Now that the 
nggroes have had it demonstarted to 
them that they are not to be sold back 



to slavery because a Democratic Ad- 
ministration i« iu |iower, as the Re- 
publicans foolishly sought tc make 
them believe, tboiisauda of them who 
held back before will vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket. AVhat do you think of 
men so Ignorant aft to Itnagiue slavery 
could be restored ? Don't they need 
to be educated ? And would the Re- 
publicans ever assist in their educa- 
tion ? Never. 

“Then again, the negro has an idea 
that tariff reform will be to his benefit. 
He is a laborer, and the tariff' can not 
be of any benefit to Dim. He also i 
wants to tise above what he is now. 
But to what trade can a negro be ap- 
prenticed? Not one. Did you ever 
see a skilled mechanic who was a 
negro? Y’ou never did. Then you 
can't blame him for wanting to he 
elevated. If he can’t get what be 
wauls through one party he will go to 
the oilier.” 

The Republican party has evidently 
got iuto rough waten What with 
disgust among intelligent and iude- 
peudeut men at the free whisky phase 
of the tariff plank, general dissatisfac- 
tion with the tariff plauk as a whole 
in the Western States, secession of 
prominent party men to the Demo- 
crats on these issues, aud the revolu- 
tion among the colored voters, the 
G. O. P., which is existing upon the 
traditions of Hie past, bids fair to be 
badly wrecked upon a lee shore iu 
November,

Uuw They Are Trained to the Work From 
Early 11 »yltoo«L 

Mr. Monaghan, Uiiu-d Stages Con- 
*ni at Mannheim, recently paid a 
visit to the city of Pforzheim, Is 
fladen, wi:h a view to seeing how 
German jewelers cxceled those of the 
United States. II s found the methods 
of producing very similar except that 
the Grtrinaa has the advantage of be- 
ing provided with a very exeelcnt 
technical school, in which children in- 
tended for employment in the jewel- 
ry-shops receive a thorough theo- 
retical training long before they sec 
the inside of a factory. Instruction 
here is practically free, the manu- 
facturers paying abont eight shillings 
a year for the pupils whom they in- 
tend to employ. The manufacture of 
plalcl ware and plate is growing. 
Thick copper and silver plates are 
prepared with a perfectly smooth, 
regilar surface. French louis 
d’ors are cut up and melt- 
ed, run off into plates, 
rubbed, tiled and rollod out to the size 
of the receiving plate, attached to the 
latter by n.eans of some special secret 
chemical preparation, put in clamps, 
and then put into a very hot fire of 
charcoal. Il-re. tinder the trained 
eye of the furnace watcher, the metal 
remains until little excrescences or 
btilildings alo ig the line of juncture 
indicate that it is done, when it is 
taken out and left to cool after which 
it is placed between rolls of different 
weights. When it came out of the 
furnace it was a thick piece of com- 
bination metal; it leaves the rolls a 
thin. long, smokey-iike string of plate, 
fifty to seventy -five feet in length. 
Tuis is th.-n teni)'ered or annealed 
fever flaming gas jets after which it is 
nibbed, cut into strips and sent to 
the stampers where it is pressed into 
various designs, and then cut and 
trimmed, and. after various manipula- 
tions comes into the salesroom ready 
for the markets of the world. 

The markets of the worid are sup- 
plied from Pforzheim with ••Parisian” 
jewelry. “It was an interesting sup- 
plement to a study in ethnology to 
study the different designs intended to 
meet (he tastes of people at so many 
different parts of the earth. Here, as 
in so many branches the tireless and 
enterprising Teuton has agencies 
everywhere." Mr. Monaghan recoup 
men Is t lie adoption of the system in 
vogue in regard to skilled workmen 
and apprentices, which, he thinks, 
combines many of the advantages and 
i cry few of the losses which occur in 
• !l branches of the jewelry trade from 
the ba l work of th ■ beginners. In all 
branch' s ihe skilled workmen sit at 
grooved lynches with three or four 
apprentices near them, so that “bad 
work is almost impossible, while the 
skill of the old workmen is transmitted 
from hour to hour and from day to 
day to iliose who are to come after 
them as skilled workmen to sustain 
the reputation that has made Pforzheim 
rich and f inious in two continents and 
« dozen parts of the world.” — St. 
James' Gazette.

Tlic Wiicf 
that litres should be wrapped is 
mourning is current in Liitcolnsliira 
In Northampton the entrance of a bow 
into a c ittago is denned a certain sign 
of death, and if a swarm of be ■» alight 
on a dead t me. or a branch of a tie*, 
there will be death within a year. la 
Yorkshire there is a custom of in- 
viting bees to the funeral. These were 
doubtless originated from an observa- 
tion of the fact that liens are attracted 
by the scent of fresh varnish working 
on superstitions minds. It is said bv 
some that bees will never live in n 
quarrelsome family. What a blessing 
if among bee-keepers such an idea 
would quell ali rising feelings of dif- 
ference in the family. Some think they 
will thrive if stolen; wliile in oliiii 
places it is considered unlucky to pt„ - 
I chase bees; that the only vqj- to get 
i them is to have them givett, catch a 
' wild swarm, or to steal them. Acting 
on this silly superstition, we have 
known good ]<eople to go to a neigh- 
bor's house, take a hive of bees 
without his knowledge, and leave 
in payment some oher goods, 
thinking that ill-htcic would follow 
them if money ba paid. In this 
superstition there is a shade of truth. 
Among such people be os arc go* from 
their nearest neighbors in summer, 
when bees are flying froelr, and car- 
ried quietly hotu •. Of course, the old 
bees return to the old sla nt the next 
day. and th- removed hive is uulnckv, 
because weak in beat for some lime 
till i' can reen;>eratc. If the colony 
has already swarmed, as Is often the 
cam*, the remaining bees are too few 
to build it up into a good swarm that 
season. The observation of results 
without a knowledge of th* cause or 
the method of preventing it. gave rise 
to the superstition in minds already 
inclined thereto . — Bo Keeper' s Maga- 
zine.

—Buckwheat, wheat and oats rank 
first among egg- producing foods. 

—It is not the wear of sa miner, but 
the rust of winter, that ruins ugri- 
cnltural tools and machinery. 

—In no way can a farmar with less 
trouble enrich a poor field with scanty 
herbage than by feeding sheep on it. 

— In filling your ice houses sot the 
cakes on edge. Ice put up this way 
will last nearly twice as long as when 
laid flat. 

— A carload of 722 turkeys were re- 
cently shipped from Indianola. L>., to 
Los Angeles, CaL They were pur- 
chased at from four to five cents a 
pound. 

— Sorghum seed is excelent for poul- 
try and as it thrives well on sandy soil 
it may be grown for poultry foot!, not as 
a general crop, but to supply a small 
proportion to feed as a variety. 

— The farmer who has a lot of tur- 
nips, carrots, beets, pumpkins and 
potatoes stored away, can greatly 
economize in food, as well as rival 
those who have a supply of ensilage. 

— L h*'k onl for lies; while they are 
not ns hanl on hogs as they are on 
chickens, they are very unsightly, and 
cause the poor creatures a great deal 
of discomfort when they have to keep 
up an incessant scratching. 

— Here is a good warm breakfast 
for forty fowls: Boil a heaping half 

peck of potatoes, rnasli them, add one 
quart each of shorts and bran, a tabic- 
spoonful eacli of salt and pepper; add 
bot water enough to mix iuto a stiff 
dough. 

— For wottnds made on horses or 
cattle, by liarbod wire fences, there is 
nothing better than a composition 
made of carbolic acid half an ounce, 
glvcerine eight ounces, and water 
eight ounces. A syringe is n good 
thing to eject this medicine into the 
wournl 

— Where land had been plastered to 
death or hardened by the use of plas- 
ter until it would lor.n a cement on 
the surface like a sun-dried brick, one 
application of two hundred pounds of 
salt per acre would mellow it up anti 
counteract the cement formation and 
let the land breathe once more. 

— In estimating the value of manure 
or fertilizer always take into con- 
sideration the cost of hauling the 
same to th* fields, as well ns the 
facility with which it can be applied. 
Very bulky material, though valuable, 
may sometimes cost more than it is 
worth if hauled long distances or over 
heavy ground. 

— The liog cholera, says the Indiana 
Farmer, was somewhat prevalent in 
1858. Tiie papers of the time, men- 
tioning that fact, contain the follow- 
ing reeeipe: Some of the Western 
farmers have found that by giving 
their hogs corn mixed with tar. they 
have cured the cholera among their 
hogs aud prevented the spread of it 

— The miserable appearance of most 
yearlings in spring is due to ignorance 
of their requirements. The young calf 
has not in its first year teeth adapted 
to chewing dry. solid food, and if fed 
whole grain will void a larger portion 
of it than an older animal While it 
has succulent grass there is no trouble, 
but when confined to dry cornstalks 
and straw it is impossible for it to get 
si-flicient nutriment. Clover hay is 
best, and if to this be added a handful 
daily of corn and oatmeal mixed, the 
animal if w armly sheltered, will keep 
on growing in winter nearly as well as 
it does in summer. Give it water that 
has, at least, had tlic icy chili taken 
from it if you wish to see its coat con- 
tinue smooth.

MANURING ON GRASS. 

Two Formula* Which Will Furnlith All 
N eo <lc«l I'iant food*. 

Ground bone is the most common 
source of phosphoi ic acid for grass. 
Pot asli is usually obtained in ashes 
and potasli salts. Wood ashes arc a 
most valuable fertilizer for grass lands 
aud oilier crops, if supplied in suffi- 
cient quantities. Unleacbcd Canada 
wood ashes contain 5 to 6 per cent, of 
(s>t ash. 1 j to 2} per cent, of phosphoric 
acid, SO to So js*r cent of lime, be- 
sides smalt q uantitics of every other 
essential mineral element required bv 
crops. Hence wood-ashes are especial- 
ly lilted for use as a general fertilzer. 
To la* sure, they contain no nitrogen, 
but th tir lime favors a rapid decom- 
position of ilia vegetable matter in the 
s dl. thus making some nitrogen avail- 
able The good cff ct of wood-ashes 
i«, therefore, greater on moist grass 
lands rich in vegetable matter than 
on dry lands. l). - y lands are 
benefited more by putting on some 
potash sail such as muriate of pntnsli 
or lain it, with some dissolved phos- 
phate. A good rule Is to apply those 
rotujHiunds so as to furnish four parts 
<>f actual potash to one part of actual 
phosphoric acid for the grass croji. A 
g<Ksl quality of unbleached wood 
ashes supplies potash and phosphoric 
acid in about these proportions. The 
following formulas will furnish the de- 
sired proportions of potash aud phos- 
phoric acid:

Fine bone meat 500 pounds 

Contains— potash. IS to per cent., phos- 
phoric arid 5 to 7 pet cent. 

If dissolved bone is used employ 
about the same quantity as of bone 
meal. The phosphate in the dissolved 
hone will be more quickly available, 
but there won’t be quite as much of it 
as in pnre bone. The bone meal will 
al«o supply 3 to 4 jier cent, or more of 
nitrogen. The grass crop usually 
pays for an application of nitrogen, 
and the addition of 100 pounds of 
nitrate of soda, sulphate of ammonia 
or dried blood will add to the value 
of the above formulas or others. Fislt 
waste, tankage, refuse animal matter 
of any kind, will also furnish nitrogen 
and some phosphate, and composted 
with ashes and bone meal (covered 
with loam to absorb any ammonia), 
will make a good dressing for grass. 
The usual plau is to furnish much 
more phosphoric acid and less potash, 
but Dr. Goe.ssniann and others believe 
that this is wrong, and itis an opinion 
that we coincid : in. The potash salts 
are better than ashes for dry lands, 
because they absorb a good deal of 
moisture from the air aud make the 
soil more retentive . — Farm and Home.

of drawers, chosts and cupboards it 
will render the garments secure front 
injury during the summer, it will 
keep ants and bugs from elosets and 
st> rerooms by putting a few drops in 
the corners and upon the shelves; it is 
sure destructions to bedbugs, and will 
iff ot'ially drive them away front their 
haunts if '.horoug-dy applied to the 
joints of the bedstead in the spring 
cleaning time, and injuries neither 
furniture nor clothing. A spoonful of 
it added to a pail of warm water is 
excelent for cleaning paint A little 
in the suds on washing day lighieus 
laundry labor. —Pioneer Frets.

THE HUMAN HEART. 

Curiou* Calculation* Made bjr a Famou* 
Medical Authority. 

In the human subject the average 
rapidity of the cordiac pulsation of an 
adnlt male is about seventy beats per 
minute. These beats are more fre- 
quent as a rale in young children and 
"in women, and there are variations 
within certain limits in particular per- 
sons owing to peculiarities of organi- 
zation. It would not necessarily be 
an abnormal sign to find in some par- 
ticular individuals the habitual fre- 
quency of the heart’s action front sixty 
I to sixty-five or from seventy-five to 
eighty per minute. . As a rule, the 
heart’s action is slower and more 
powerful in fully-developod and mus- 
cular organizations, and more rapid 
an 1 feebler in tliose of slighter form. 

In animals, the range is from twen- 
ty-live to forty-five in the cold-blooded 
and fifty upward iu the warm-blooded 
animals, except in the case of the 
horse, which lias a very slow heart- 
beat, only forty strokes a minute. Ihe 
pulsations of men and all animals 
differ with the sea level also. The 
work of a healthy human heart has 
been shown to eqnal the feat of rais- 
ing five tons four hundredweight 1 
foot per hour, or 125 tons in twenty- 
four hours. The excess of this work 
under alcohol in varying quantities is 
often very great A curious calcuia- 
dion has been made by Dr. Richardson, 
.giving the work of ths heart in mile- 
age. 

, Presuming that the blood was thrown 
,out of the heart at each pulsation in 
.the projiortion of sixty-nine strokes 
.per minute, and at the assumed force 
.of 9 feet the mileage of the blood 
.through the body might be taken at 
207 yards per minute, 7 miles per hour. 
168 miles per day. 61,320 miles per 
year, or 5,150.880 miles in a lifetime 
of eighty-four years. The number of 
beats of the heart in the same long 
life would reach the grand to'.al of 
2. 869. 776 000. —Medical World.
